NOTED PATHOLOGIST’S 
DISCOVERY. 


Presiding at the Congress on the Montessori 
Method of Education at the British Empire 
Kxhibition yesterday, Sir James Crichton- 
Browne deciared that experiments recently 
made had demonstrated the fact that 
acquired characteristics might be transmitted 
from one generation to the next. This dis- 
covery was due to the great Russian Physi- 
ologist, Pavlov. 

Pavlov trained a group of white mice to 
run to their feeding place on the ringing of 
an electric bell. He found that three van 
lessons were required in the first instance tw 
accustom the mice to run to the required spot 
on the ringing of the bell. In mice bred from 
those thus trained, however, he found a much 
higher aptitude, only a hundred lessons being 
necessary, The third generation required only 
thirty lessons, and the fourth only ten. 

The last generation on which Pavlov has 
reported learned their lesson after only five 
repetitions, and he has hopes that the six*> 
generation, or one still ldter, will run to the 
feeding place directly they hear the bell rang 
for the first time. 

“Very significant and hopeful,” said Sir 
James Crichton-Browne, “are these experi- 
ments in relation to the influence of training, 
education and discinfine in moulding a 
modifyig the higher nerve centres. Very en- 
couraging should they be to Montessori .nd 
her disciples, who May pursue their jabouts 
feeling that they “re conferring benefits mote 
far-reaching than they hed hitherto believed, 
and. are benefiting the race as well as the 
individual child.”’ 

He felt that all were grateful to Dr. 
Montessori for the lead she*had given in 
improving elementary education, in eliminat- 
ing from it austere and cramping customs, and 
in infusing into it hapviness and spontaneity. 
Her system was an expansion and an evoln- 
tion of motherhood. “Tt was sympathy and 
intuition operating in the light of science. . 

Dr. Montessori, early in her career, had 
found that in the training of idiots it was 
only through the laborious cultivation of the 
senses that their darkened intellects could be 
reached. She extended her method to men- 
tally deficient children, and subsequently to 
normal children... [t was claimed for her 
training of the senses that it led to a quick 
and easy mastery of the elements of reading, 
spelling, writing and arithmetic. 

PROFESSOR PAVLOV. 

Professor Pavlov, one of the world’s most 
noted physiologists, ia now in his seventy- 
fifth year; but, despite his age and the dis- 
turbed conditions in his native Russia, he still 
continues his physiolégical researches. In 

war days he was well known in England. 

e teceived the Nobel prize for physiology 
in 1904, and eleven years later the Royal 
Society, awarded him the Copley medal. 

Among Professor Payloy's chief achieve- 
ments was his demonstration of the mechanism 
by which the heart is, controlled through the 
nervous system. He specialised, however, on 
the mechanism of digestion. His latest re- 
searches proving the inheritance of acquired 
characteristics have pat the axe to the tree 
that the German, Weismann, spent a Jifetime 
in cultivating. Weismann held that nothing 
could be done to ge ge the human race 
from the standpoint of heredity.

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M. Poincare's Visit. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has invited M. 
Raymond Poincaré to pay him an in- 
formal -visit- at Chequers on May 20th 
and to spend the night under his roof. 
The French Premier has accepted the 
invitation, and will be the guest of the 
head of the British Government for the 
first time since the war. To what extent 
the “informality ” of the visit will affect 
political convergations between the two 
statesmen we do not know; but it is quite 
certain that M. Poincaré, who is one of 
the busiest men in Europe, does not pro- 
pose to brave the terrors of the English 
Channe] merely for an exchange of inter- 
national courtesies. More than probably 
the meeting has been arranged through 
the good offices of M. Theunis, the 
Belgian Prime Minister, and will be 
a political event of the highest im- 
portance. British and French Premiers 
have been rather chary of personal 
interviews during recent years. All 
France believes firmly that the “weak- 
ness ’’ of M. Briand at Cannes—which led 
to his downfall—was a direct result of his 
famous game of golf with Mr. Lloyd 
George ; and there is little doubt that M. 
Poincaré was able to cast a spell over 
Mr. Baldwin when the latter met him in 
Paris last autumn. The atmosphere of 
Chequers, however, is vastly different 
from that of the Quai d’Orsay, and there 
is little fear of Mr. Macdenald’s being 
hypnotised by M. Poincaré’s soothsaying. 
Nevertheless, he must be careful; for was 
it not said of another famous Scot that— 

Macheth shall never ig “vi ished be until 
Great Birnam wood to high Dunsinane Hill 
Shall come against him? 

When M. Poincaré arrives at Chequers 
the French elections will have run their 
course. The mere fact of his acceptance 
of Mr. Macdonald’s invitation suggests 
that he is absolutely confident that he will 
secure a large majority at the polls to- 
morrow, and that his policy towards Ger- 
many. will be ratified once more by the 
whole French nation. It would be foolish 
to pretend that he and Mr. Macdonald 
see eye to eye in regard to Germany. 
Indeed, the greatest tact will be necessary 
on both sides if there is to be the slightest 
chance of agreement between them. M. 
Poincaré evidently recognises the diffi- 
culties of the situation ; for he has issued 
a statement to the effect that before the 
actual meeting takes place there will be a 
considerable clearing of ground “ through 
the usual diplomatic channels.’ ‘The real 
point at issue will be the Dawes Report. 
From the very outset the French Govern- 
ment has been anything but enthusiastic 
in. regard to this document. M. Poincaré 

objects particularly to the clause which 
stipulates the evacuation of the Ruhr 
| Valley as an essential condition of Ger- 
"| many’s : fulfilment of the financial: and

The widespread gains 
of the extreme Nationalists, although they 
are not likely tointerfere seriously with the 
acceptance of the Dawes Report by the 
Reichstag, prove that opinion ‘in Ger- 
many is moving towards the Right and 
that the old Junker spirit is reviving. 
Undoubtedly, this revival is due, in part 
at any rate, to French policy, but nothing 
will convince the French people of that 
íatt, and already they are clamouring 
for a tightening of the screw on 
the Ruhr. If this process is not 
checked by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, it 
may have extremely serious results. The 
Dawes Report is not a perfect document, 
but it does offer some solution of a 
problem which has. been impeding all pro- 
gress in Europe for the past five years. 
It offers also a prospect of American co- 
operation in old-world affairs, and for 
that reason alone it ought to be accepted 
gladly by the Allies. Britain, Italy and 
Belgium have accepted it already, but 
France remains. If the British Premier 
can overcome M. Poincaré’s objections, he 
will achieve a notable triumph of states- 
manship. If he fails in his object, Europe 
may be condemned to another generation of 
hopeless strife. 


Reform and Revolt. 

To-day’s news from Baghdad illustrates 
the anxieties of Empire in the Middle 
East. . Mesopotamia is enjoying an un 
wonted measure of law and order under 
the British mandate; yet a street scuffle 
at Kirkul has resulted in the loss 
of one hundred lives. It seems that 
certain levy troops forgot dis- 
cipline and made a battue of the local 
shopkeepers who had offended them. 
The situation is now “ well in hand,' but 
the incident suggests that self-government 
is a dangerous experiment in Iraq «and 


their 


| that the safeguards of British control ought 


not to be hastily removed. Afghanistan is 
another country which does not adapt 
itself easily or kindly to the restraints of 
Western civilisation. At the present time 
a serious state of revolt prevails in its 
south-eastern districts, where the Amir's 
forces have difficulty in maintaining .com- 
munications between important towns. 
The trouble is purely of a domestic 
character, and, fortunately, the present 
relations between the Amir and the Indian 
Government are excellent. Nevertheless, 
every outbreak of the kind is a potential 
menace to the peace of India, especially 
when, as in this case, it reaches to the 
very edge of the North-West Frontier. The 
present revolt springs from a primitive 
and intensely conservative people's dis- 
trust of modern reforms. In the first 
place, the Amir has adopted a system 
of compulsory isnilitary service for his 
unruly subjects. The system is not 
unknown in Afghanistan, but whereas 
formerly it “ae applied only in times of 
emergency and’ could be evaded by pay- 
ment of bribes, it is now permanent and 
the scale of exemption fees is high. Again, 
the Amir has been attracted by the 
secularist legislation which is now popular 
in Turkey. He is building schools for 
girls, and proposes to establish equa! laws 
of divorce for men and women and to 
discourage polygamy. These innovations 
have excited alarm among the tribal 
Mullahs, who regard them as an insidious 
invasion of their own powers and privileges. 
They have been engaged busily in cir- 
culating a variety of picturesque lies—for 
instance, that the Amir had renounced the 
custom of public prayer in the mosques— 
and they are believed to be mainly re- 
sponsible for the widespread unrest in the 
Province of Ningrahar. The work of these 
mischief-making Mullahs has been made 


easier by the Amir’a honest effort to capture 


fugitives from British justice who have 
taken refuge in Afghan territory. He was 
successful in the case of Ardali, one of 
the murderers of Major Orr and Major 
Anderson. The Shinwaris, Mohmands and 
other tribes cling to ancient ideas about 
rights of sanctuary, and they regard the 
execution of Ardali as a revolutionary 
precedent, It is reported that the rebellion 
is being quelled and that the border posts 
havé beeh restored, but so long as the 
causes of discontent remain a renewal of 
trouble always will be possible. Obviously, 
the Amir’s reforming zeal is not lightening 
the tasks of British wardenship on the 
North-West Frontier. 


The British Post Office. 


The reply of the British Postmaster- 
General to the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, who approached 
him with some requests that were the 
outcome of their special postal conference 
at Birmingham, contains small hope of 
relief. The solitary concession that he 
finds himself able to grant is in respect 
of the telephone service. He announces 
his provisional consent to a reduction in 
the fee for a local call from lid. to 1d. 

He has consented 
also’ to a modified scale of charges 
for the removal of telephones from 
one place to another. A further little 
boon is offered in the matter of private 
postal boxes and bags in regard | Bi 
to which the Postmaster-General is ready 
to consider a reduction of fees.

in 1922 a million Greek refugees have 
been deported’ from Asia Minor; and 
it is estimated that the total number 
of people that must be absorbed is a 
million and a quarter. In Greece to-day 
approximately one in every five of the 
population is a refugee. It is impossible 


‘that such a hapless host can be absorbed 


quickly in a smail nation which has passed 
recently through a political crisis of the 
first order, Certainly not less than half 


‘a million persons are living in squalor 


and desolation that it would be hard to 
match in any other part of the world. 
Brave efforts have been made to face these 
appalling difficulties, and already 350,000 
refugees have been placed in productive 
work. Thousands of families have been 
planted in Macedonia and in the Greek 
Islands, particularly in Crete. Co-operative 
factories for carpet-making and other 
classes of industria] work have been 
established by the Greeks, who, however, 
have reached the end of their resources. 
They are looking now to the League, of 
Nations for a loan which would enable 
them to drain and cultivate a large area 
of marshland in Macedonia.. The most 
recent report by the Greek Government 
shows that, of the 50,000 refugees who. 
have been supported by charitable institu- 
tions, 45,000 have received help from 
England, Canada and Australia. So long 
as the problem remains unsolved it con- 
stitutes not only a calamity to Greece, 
but a definite menace to the Balkans and, 
therefore, to the whole of Europe.

The cloths and serviettes are imens of 
handicraft revealing artistry rivalled only by 
the masterwork of Royal Academicians. The 
basic foundation of the raw material was of 
the finest flax which Ulster grows, and every 
single yarn was selectively uniform in calibre 
and twist. i 

Finer in texture, with 354 threads per 
square inch, compared with 514 threads in a 
table cloth, there are in a single napkin four 
miles of yarns. Although one square yard of 
the damask from which the table cloths are 
made weighs only 5) ounces, so close is its 
weaving that is square yard comprises 
oe AS of yarn, and in the longest of 
the cloths—a 24 by 6 yards area—there are 
nearly 100 miles of yarn. Were five of the 
cloths unwoven the resultant yarn would be 
500 miles in length—a day’s steaming of a 
trans-Atlantic liner.

He warned the House that 
unless some mild measure of self-government 
for Scotland were granted, there were forces 
at work which would demand a bolder and 
bigger reform. 

THE POLITICAL MOTIVE. 

Mr. Thomas Johnston, in seconding, de- 
clared that Scotiand had been refused Home 
Rule for a purely political reason, and that 
was, if possible, to maintain a Liberal 
majority. Whilst trifling questions were 
being discussed in the Imperial Parliament, 
the Scottish nation was ing to death ; 
the rural population were being decimated. 
He warned the House that the fate which fell 
on Egypt, Rome, and other great Empires in 
the past, would fall upon the British’ Empire 
unless each component part of it had the 
right to express its individuality in its own 
way and not dragooned by a central 
bureaucracy. 

The rejection of the bill was moved by Sir 
John Baird, who, whilst agreeing that the 
resent state of affairs was not. entirely satis- 
actory, thought that a question of this im- 
portance ought not to be decided on a Friday 
afternoon by a private member's bill.

MINERS’ WAGES.

REPORT OF THE COURT OF 
INOUIRY. 
From Oun Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 

The report of the Court of Inquiry im con- 
nection with the miners’ wage dispute was 
ublished to-day. The conclusions of the 
court are hedged about with qualifications, 
and no specific recommendations are made, 
apart from a suggestion that negotiations 
should be resumed. The report states that 
“it is not really in dispute that the agree- 
ment of 1921 has failed to provide an 
adequate wage in many of the poorer dis- 
tricts.’’ It goes on to suggest that “ the real 
issue, which primarily existed in a request for 


4 increased wages, is really far more funda- 


mental."’ ) ; 

The argument of the miners is that wages 
should be paid out of the total profits fund. 
and that the mine-owners should reorganise 
the industry to make this possible. If this 
were not adequate, ‘“‘more fundamenta! 
measures should adopted.” The opinion is 
etpressed that ‘‘ under present conditions the 
profits of the industry, particularly in some 
districts, are unable to meet the miners’ claim 
in fuil.” 

In justification of this, the report states that 
‘the aggregate profit over the coalfields as a 
whole for the period of October, 1921, to De- 
cember, 1923, was shown by the owners as 
£37,318,434, and they estimated that if the 
miners’ present claim had -been in operation 
over this period the additional wages paid 
would have been about £102,500,000. In any 
case, the Sankey wage of 2s. per shift—the 
restoration of which was claimed by the 
miners—would by itself cost annually as much 
as the whole of the profits of the year 1923." 

The Miners’ Federation Executive received 
the report yesterday, and will meet on 
Monday to consider it. On Tuesday they wil 
meet the Mine-owners’ Committee to discuss 
the question of re-opening negotiations.

The whole ques- 
tion was raised by Captain Craig on behalf 
of Northern Ireland, and he proposed that the 
provision should either be deleted or that any 
decision of the Boundary Commission should 
only take effect after approval by the Parlia- 
ment of Northern Ireland. During the debate 
the Attorney-General said that he should 
have thought it obvrous that as to the ques- 
tion, what was the interpretation to be put 
on the words of Article 12 the Commission 
must decide for themselves. The House, by 
a majority of 295 to 52, rejected Captain 
Craig's proposal and passed the-second read- 
ing. On the third reading the question was 
raised again, when Mr. Churchill said that 
“he absolutely declined to be drawn into an 
attempt to interpret or forecast what the ulti- 
mate decision of the Commission would be. 
Even if there had been any expression of 
opinion, it could not affect the matter, as an 
Act of Parliament must be construed on its 
own words, and not bv reference to any state- 
ment made in the House by any member. 
Parliament has with great deliberation passed 
this Statute and given the agreement the 
force of law, and it has provided « speal 
tribunal which is to construe it. Parliament 
deliberately rejected the proposition that the 
clause should go before the Commission m 
any but its present form, and it is the duty of 
Pall ny be subjects loyally to accept it, 
even though it may not be in harmony with 
what a particular section may conceive to be 
just. As to what the true construction of the 
document may be I do not express any 
opinion. It is essentially a case where the 
arguments on both sides should be heard, 
weighed and a decision arrived at in a 
judicial manner; but the proposition that 
after Parliament had with great deliberation 
come to a decision this decision may be set 
at defiance, ought not to be entertained.

N Table Bay Harbour, for the first time 
| since leaving Foynes, I handed over my 
ship to the dockyard, and we went to live 
ashore in Cape Town. This was a habitation 
enforced to a large degree by the aasiduity 
of newspaper reporters and the curiosity of 
their readers. We did not, indeed, suffer 
from the latter as much as we might have 
done, since we had a rival in ocean yachting 
that distracted some of the attention from 
ns: A few days before we arrived, a Danish 
ketch, somewhat larger than ours, had come 
in from Shanghai, bound for Copenhagen ; and 
not a few of our would-be visitors did not 
know the difference between our Tricolour and 
the Danish Ensign. 

A further reason for putting the ship out 
of commission was that I did not want to get 
in the way of the shipwrights, who were sup- 
posed to be giving the vessel a thorough over. 
haul. And, lastly, I felt I was due a holiday. 
I was reminded, by seeing the stupendous 
cliffs of Table Mountain hanging above me, 
of the object of my voyage, which was to 
climb mountains ; and communicated this fact 
to the first reporter that came on board. The 
resulting paragraph read like an advertise- 
ment for the ministrations (with a rope) of 
strong members of the Mountain Club of 
South Africa. 


I did not have to wait long for an answer. 
Strong members of the Mountain Club were 
deputed to take me up the climbs. The un- 
fortunate thing was that they were ioclined 
to forget to bring the rope. Now, when | 
start up the face of Table Mountain. after 
three months at sea, the persons I want to 
help me are Messrs. Waygood and Otis. 


It has frequently been observed by seamen 
newly landed from a long voyage, that the 
usually level earth ‘assumes a variety 
of angles. A normally vertical cliff. therefore. 
sways many degrees each side of the per- 
pendicular, and when it overhangs progress 
is obviously impossible. And the cliffs of 
lable Mountain are normally verticed. 

Providence, however, has arranged a com- 
pensation for this verticality, and the ascent 
of the apparently impregnable rampart. is 
more sensational than dangerous. For the 
material of which Table Mountain is made, 
though nominally a sandstorie, under the in- 
finence of the weather takes all the forms of 
our limestone crags, pitted with holes and 
bristling with projections, al] growing out of 
the living rock. So though one has to hold 
on very tight when the cliff overhangs, there 
is always something tight to hold on to; and 
| arrived at the top shaken in nerves but 
sound in body. 

What an amazing top itis! Great sheets 
of rock, fantastically grooved and tunnelled, 
fall away towards the southern ocean. At 
the first glance one is reminded of the Aran 
Islands, but the whole thing is bigger; the 
sheets of rock are thicker; they are more 
broken up by the weather—for Table Moun. 
tain is the same height as Snowdon: and in 
places they have been so much dissolved away 
that only isolated fragments, worn into the 
queerest shapes, stand on the level surface 
of the subjacent slab. And all the crannies 
and caves, all the bollows where water can 
lie, ave filled by flowers of unparalleled 
luxuriance and variety. 

The people of Cape Town boast that they 
have the richest flora in the world.  Cer- 
tainly more than forty speciés of heath grow 
on Table Mountain, end some hundred 
Proteas, from a tree with flowers the size of 
cabbages to a herb that looks like a 
dwarf spurge; in the shady places lilies 
and gladiolus of every size and colour; 
and in its season (which, unfortunately, 
was not mine) a great red orchid, the Disa, 
pride of the Cape. 

But why should I speak of the Table Moun 
tain flora? It may be seen certainly In Lon- 
don, probably in Dublin. For the blooms are 
cut, put into refrigerators, and so sent to 
Europe. (This much I cannot help believing. 
for I have seen the process. That they ever 
arrive I doubt.) But you certainly cannot see 
the view anywhere else. On three sides one 
Is surrounded by the sea, and on the fourth 
by a low level plain thirty miles across. 
Beyond this plain and the two arms of the sea 
hundreds of miles of fantastic and gorgeously 
coloured peaks stretch from the Dassenberg 
on the north to Cape Hangklip on the south. 
No panorama that I know is so impressive, 
for nowhere is there so much unbroken space 
between one's eye and the object of its gaze. 
I am afraid I left these wonderful moun- 
taims as objects of a distant gaze. To have 
climbed them would have involved a con- 
siderable expedition, and I was beginning to 
find out that it was injudicious to leave um,» 
ir ship without attention, and so I saw very 
ittle of what the South Africans claim (and, 
as far as I did see, I support their claim) to 
be the finest country in the world. Besides, 
one is not one’s own master once one gets 
ashore. The Royal Cape Yacht Club, both 
in its corporate capacity and through 
its flag officers, entertained us so 
lavishly as to be detrimental to serious 
mountaineering ; and (too late, alas!) I had to 
try to pot a check on the rascality of the 
shipwrights. $ I saw little but the city.

Then | began to make 
discoveries The rigging began to give up in 
all directions: the mizzen mast began to split, 
and the boom threatened to carry away; 
and the steering . gear jammed. The 
weather, however, remained calm, and we 
had remedied the worst of the defects, and 
were again in hope of making a successful 
passage, when we found that a third of our 
fresh water had rug away, the shipwrights 
having broken a pipe and not’ mended’ it 
properly; and all our salt beef was bad, the 
ship-chandler having done no more than drive 
a cow into a barrel of briie—and weak brine 
at that. In the circumstances the nearest. 
port was eur destination, and we were rather 
fortunate in discovering Durban, seeing that 
a Cape Town optician had queered our 
chronometer. 

1 will not touch on the racing of Durban 
Bay scows, the adornment of ncksha boys, 
or the Sunday uniform of the Royal Natal 
Yacht Club—of all places, the most hospit- 
able. But Durban was not only hospitable, 
but practical. 1 may not publicly give 
thanks for specific services to the railways 
und harbours administration, but other per- 
sons quickly set right those things the Cape 
Town shipwrights had done wrong, and 
thrust upon me very welcome gifts of 
boatswain’s stores. Welcome, for I had spent 
huge sums of money at Cape Town, and had 
little to show for it except the new mast; 
and 1 was becoming so much embarrassed 
financially that the Saoirse’s crew agreed to 
separate, leaving me to sit down and think 
about what the next move was to be. 

Pradence counselled me to go home; but, 
after such a send-off as I had in Dun 
Laoghaire, I could not sneak back there with 
my purpose unfulfilled. So 1 sat down for a long 
time and thought very hard, while volunteers 
dribbled down looking for a berth. After 
scores of unemployables, at last two seamen— 
ordinary seamen, to put it charitably—drifted 
alon . and I got ready for sea rthwith.

day’ will be greasy chauffeurs, knowing no 
more about horses than how to lose a week's 
wages over races they do not see. seo | 
the last jarvey will drive his last fare, 
** lave it to his hanner “” for the last time; 
and then tie Senators will. be asked to make 
room at Kildare street for the last sidecar. 

I lament the sidecar’s parsing. I have 
watched it vanishing from the countryside 
during these few years since the War, hunted 
by inexpensive Ford, which goes rat- 
tJing over our ort Irish roads 
like a eardine-box tied by a _ rascally 
urchin to a dog's tail. Never more 
will we watch in merriment the English 
strangers clinging miserably to the car-rail as 
the car comes whirling from the station; 
never more sight it afar off, a graceful symbol, 
bringing dear friends home. Never more will 
we go bowling on the wheel top through the 
quiet country. On how many mornings of 
pale sunlight did we go riding across the 
whinny heath to the mountain foot, where the 
train ran like a toy; on how many golden 
evenings or freezing, starry nights, did we 
come swinging homeward on t plungin 
seat. The gallant wave-like canter woul 
yield t collar work, and Bob, the driver, 
perched high above us on the dicky, would 
spin us stories of old rollicking days, point- 
ing with his whip to the storied scenes. Never 
will we hear such tales again, for the motor 
driver, whose car eats up the hills and 
whizzes diszzily across the plains, has no time 
to look about him, either to observe or to 
talk. 

Seldom have I travelled in any horse 
vehicle other than the side-car, save, indeed, 
omnibuses—or omnibi, as the third-form 


schoolboy called them. Two years before the |. 


war—almost one might say with the song, 
“ When this old cap was new  —the horse 
‘bus ran through London daily. At the Arch- 
way Tavern (for all the stops were marked 
by old-time coachinghouses) a third horse 
would be harnessed for the Northern hills, 
and we would be drawn through romantic 
woodland and heaths once ory aay by Turpin’s 
friends, to what is now a bricky suburb, ugly 
to behold. In those times you landed at 
Euston and the "bus carried you leisurely to 
Victoria, while an aproned driver chatted 
leasantly and “ tck-tcked " to his smoking 

rses. That was but yesterday. Life goes 
ten times faster now—that journey from 
Euston to Victoria is made now in an electric 
flash—and we hurtle from the cradle to the 
grave. 

Once, when I was little, holidaying in 
woody Worcestershire, I was taken by trap 
on a day's journey that I enact again in 
dreams. We set forth at dawn, riding ame 
the Severn's banks and through a city wit 
spires and bridges of many arches; upwards 
then into a high country, through Spenserian 
umbrage, changing our horse at old inns where 
they served the old fare and the West 
Country cider flowed. We came at last to an 
altitude where there was a monstrous flag- 
staff, which they told me was that which | 
had sighted days before with a telescope, a 
fine thread on the horizon; I thought of 
“The Gold Bug” (which was then my 
favourite story) and that treasure-marking 
skull among the trees—but I found no trea- 
sure. Down a mountain path we went, then, 
on the cliff’s rim, with the tops of tall trees 
near our horse’s hooves, and below us we 
saw an historic mansion, with gables peeping 
from an opulence of foliage; then a county 
was outstretched below us, with forest and 
field and veihlike luminous rivers, and dis- 


tant mountains like crimson, clouds; | 
recall the slow homew drive through the 
lingerin ine till at last the stars came 
out an as big as sixpences; and so 
home to the great farmhouse, through die. 
mering flocks—an open door showed light 
like a lighthouse, which I sighted before 
plungin diong into the ocean of sice 
That as inland voyage would have oak 
more wearying on a sidecar, I fancy. * ‘hence 
comea the sidecar’s pig over the 
more sensible trap?! suppose the sidecar 
suits the sightseers. We see them carried in 
layers through our streets, gaping at 
our architecture and our ashes. I have 
a higher ambition for my country than 
that it should remain for ever a mere array 
of “‘sights,”’ yet I lament the vehicle that 
is laden with so many memories. Farewell, 
sidecar !—and farewell a chapter of life. The 
sidecar joins the hansom cab, ‘“‘ the gondola 
of Londen,” in the museum of our “memories. 


Still more must we lament the jarvey as 
he passes to oblivion. He was dear to us 
always—far too dear, in one sense the 
word. We will not warm to the *‘ mechanical 
man ' who succeeds him : a leathery creature 
with goggles and gauntlets, and inde an 
inch of humanity showing. 

The jarvey was Tony Weller’s Irish cousin. 
Perched on ‘his dickey, he was as good a 
companion as any coachman of old times. 
Take away coachmen and inns—for neither 
could exist without the other—and how much 
of Dickens's best work would remain? Very 
little, I fear, for ‘‘ Pickwick Papers,” losing 
the Wellers, would lose all. Our children, 
born in the Petrol Age, will find the cordial 
glow of “ Pickwick” strange and exotic; 
never having met a jarvey, they will never 
have even glimpsed the great Weller. 

““ A coachman’s a privileged individual,” 
said Mr. Weller once. ‘‘A coachman may do 
vithout suspicion wot other men may not; a 
coachman may be on the very amicablest 
terms with eighty mile@fo’ females, and yet 
nobody think that he ever means to marry 
any vun among ‘em. And wot other man 
can say the same, Sammy?” i 

“You mean they're gen'ral fav'rites, and 
nobody takes adwantage on ‘em p'raps”' 
said Sam. His father nodded. 

How comes it that coachmen and jarveys 
have such ready tongues’ Mr. Michael 
Macdonagh has compiled a mighty chapter of 
jarveyisms. I like especially his tale of 

ow a carman ot im the way of 
the pompous Lord Mayor, who loudly ,;ro- 
claimed his identity. “Arrah, be aisy, will 
ye.” said the jarvey, “ you ould twelve months’ 
aristocrat.” There is another that delights 
me. Two travellers by sidecar discussed how 
much ‘ey should pay the jarvey, using French 
so that 1.» should not understand them. They 
decided that two shillings would be fair pay- 
ment. “I know what yez are saying,” said 
he; “for I know French, too.” “What 
were we saying, then!’’ asked one. “ Yes 
were sayin’ it would be a mortial sin to give 
a poor jarvey less than five shillings on such 
a miserable cowld day.”’ 

A chauffeur would never say as good a 
thing as that. He would look at his little 
clock, ticking up the sixpences, and hold dut 
his hand. 

I err. The other day a motor driver caught 
me as neatly as a jarvey. We had tramped 
to a remote and lonely little village in the 
six cc .ties, and, being wearied, we looked 
for a conveyance for our return. The usual 
motor char-a-banc was missing, but a Ford 
driver eoing our way offered to carry us back. 

Sitting behind him, I asked my companion 
what I should give our rescuer at the journey 's 
end—for I am one of those people who hate 
bargaining. We spoke Gaelic lest the driver 
should know what we were debating. At the 
end of the journey, I pulled out my money 
and tendered the sum decided on. My good 
Northern chauffeur nodded, smiled. and 
thanked me very graciously—in Gaelic!

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SOME ASPECTS OF NORTH GERMAN CULTURE.— II. 


(Continued from Last Week.) 


* Externally there is a complex and elaborate 
system of courtesy. Í have watched four 
men, hats in hands, bowing and smirking at 
one another outside a waiting ‘taxi, each one 
anxious, to allow the others to. get in first. 
For fully five minutes the comedy. went on, 
to. a chorus of “ Bitte! mem  Herr's”’ 
(Please, sir! after you) before the four finally 
stepped “into the taxi, But.the same men 
who have kissed the hand of the ‘‘ Gnadige 
Fraa " - (gracious lady), their hostess, will 
think nothing of discuasing her afterwards 


in coarse and scandalous language over a 


jug of beer in some café. The truth is that 
there is no chivalric tradition in Germany as 
there is in England, Italy, and France. 
Any courtesy towarda women which 
exists.is a very light veneer, and is thrown 
off without much ceremony when it is put to 
any test. No German will inconvenience 
himself for a woman's sake. 

Popular humour, which is one of the most 
searching tests of a people a refinement, is 
Germany's most damning indictment. Even 
the very best comic papers are filled with 
jokes of the grossest and bluntest nature ; 
and the eartoons have a directness a: 
brutality about them that it would be im- 
possible to find in the lowest papers of these 
islands. There is. never any subtlety about 
the obscenity of the German humorist. Some- 
times subtlety can redeem it, as in the case of 
La Vie Parisienne and other French comics. 
But about the German there is always some- 
thing primitive and direct; there is never 
subtlety. His humour is that of a man who 
is only half emancipated from his barbaric 
impulses. 

So far my analysis has discovered nothing 
of a redeeming nature. But the German 
possesses three cultural assets of the. very 

reatest importance. There is, first of all, 
his intense interest in all cultural matters, 
and his ambition to become a cultured man 
by hook or by crook. ere is, secondly, his 
natural delight in music, backed: by a long 
musica! tradition. And, finally, there is his 
natural preoccupation with the philosophy of 
life. 

I have shown how the unrestrained play 
of the first force has given rise to preten- 
tiousness; but under proper direction and 
restraint this ambitiousness can invalu- 
able. ' For the German, more than any other 
national, will give himself up to the patient 
study of any subject which he sets himself, 
and will produce results which few other men 
are capable of attaining. The great examples 
are, of course, Winkelmaur, with his re- 
searches in Hellenism, and the German com- 
mentators of Shakespeare. In a smaller way 
the common worker has studied the theory 
and history of music, can talk about it in- 
telligently and with interest, and hes an un- 
usual appfeciation of good literature and art. 

housekeeper of the family with which I 
last stayed was as fine a judge of good music 
as could anywhere be found, and never missed 
an opera or concert if she could find money 
enough for. the ticket. Another plain person 
with whom I once spoke, a stone-cutter, by 
tfade, astonished me by talking with know- 
ledge and judgment of Shaw s latest works, 
by discussing the novels of Dostoevsky and 


Henry Hande] Richardson all in one breath, 
and by ending up with a learned comparison 
of Marlowe's with Goethe's Faust. & was 
an exceptional man, Í will admit, a sort of 
philosophical literary anarchist ; but Germany 
contains many minor editions of him,: and 
from one restricted point of view they are 
cultured men. 

That they are a musical nation nobody 
knows better than the Germans do them- 
selves. And so in a certain degree their gift 
stumbles over itself. For their musical 
arrogance leads them into many absurdities. 
They believe, one and all, that there are no 
other musical people in the world but them- 
selves. When, therefore, they are unable to 
understand any piece of music which has not 
already been appraised and criticised by some 
eminent musician, they will not admit them- 
selves at fault. But they will talk the most 
sophisticated musical gargon about the: con- 
ductor’s *‘ temperament "’ and “' personalitdt,”’ 
or show their intimate knowledge of the 
composer's private life and affairs. However, 
if the musical German is “puffed up with 
pride,” he is still musical; and the thronged 
opera and concert houses even in these 
straitened times bear witness to the fact. 
Even poverty has not kept the German awa 
from his music. If anything, it has made 
him seek it more eagerly than ever before; 
and. if he lives in a small country. village, far 
from opera or concert house, he fotegathers 
on A certain day every week, with other 
members of a parochial Singen-Verein, in the 
village inn, and takes his part in the singing 
of part-songs, choruses, operatic selections, 
and Volkslieder until late into the night, And 
_ has a jug of beer withal ta wash the music 

own! 


The. philosophic tendency of the German 
mind has often been descri as its greatest 
curse; and very probably it is, for it drives 
the intellect away from the intrinsic problem 
to. the consideration of alistractions which the 
problem remotely suggests. It is quite true 
that a German will always prefer to discuss 
some general theory of art put forward, say, 


by Schopenhauer than examine and discuss. 


the merits of any particular work of art. The 
critical faculty is not often found in Germans; 
but the interest in philosophy certainly. has 
given to them a depth of mind and purpose 
that is far too rare in these frivolous times. 
It has helped them, moreover, .to . become 
idealists, no matter how far-fetched or vain 
their ideals may be; for a preoccupation with 
philosophy has that effect which some people 
may consider evil. It makes visiémaries ‘and 
idealists of men, and sometimes transfigures 
a nobility mortals of the most common 
clay. 

In the end, therefore, although the culture 
of the North German is for the most part 
a book culture and a veneer, and although 
his mentality is tainted with stupidity, gross- 
ness and unbridied conceit, yet he is moved 
by sweet music and can make sweet music 
himself; he desires to win for himself all 
that there is culturally for him to win; and 
he is an idealist, misled often, if you like, 
but ready to give his life for his ideal, what- 
aver it may be. And so there is yet hope for 
im.
